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MULTI-COLSURED SCARVES AND PARASOLS 
IN CROCHET. 


From OUR Own Corresponpent. 


PARIS, Thuraday. 
Fr vake the women who, vig light dresses, 
take the opportunity of preparing weeks 
in advance their Ea sg son or the 
summer, many very useful suggestions may be 
obtained. The difficulty of matching bag and 
scarf, in order to comply with the latest 
fashions, for example, may be considerably 
lessened for the clever woman; for she 
can make both, no matter whether they are 
needed to complete an ensemble in tweed or 
silk, since the scarf is an easy matter, and 
smart bag-tops may be found in any big store. 
Again, if she is making an ensemble for beach 
wear she will probably find that she needs a 
sunshade to complete it. One of the prettiest 
ideas being shown now is a parasol covered 
in crochet, which is worked in circles and 
varied colours, from ferrule outwards, over a 
cotton foundation. Another has rows of wide 
coarse silk ribbon sewn in circles over a 
similar base, and another covered in coarse 
ribbon and has ribbed flowers worked on it. 
Sunshades being on the crest of the wave, 
there are many varieties, and those made of 
lace ribbons in - chequer-board. squares, in 
which three tones of the same colour are used, 
are novel. Red, yellow, crey and green are 
favourite shades in satin ribbon, with the ends 
clipped on the slant, to give the effect of a 
short fringe. 


Ribbons in Favour. 


As the season advances, ribbons climb 
to high u ints in the mode. The rise 
and fall of the ribbon often comes with the 
rise and fall of femininity in dress; to see 
ths return of the ribbon is to see some indi- 
cation of more elaborateness. Frocks are 
trimmed in ribbons; gloves are cuffed in 
ribbons; sashes are coming into favour once 
more, and our hats are likewise adorned with 
ribbons. 

In Paris, the shops devote whole windows 
to the display of ribbons--a point significant 
in itself. There, one may see two and three- 
inch ribbons in soft tones in dégradé shadings 
and in brighter colours—red, vivid green and 
lustrous purple. Narrow velvet ribbons are 
displayed for trimming the summer hat in 
straw. Two colours are often shown together. 
such as pale pink and pale blue, pale pink 
and lavender, navy and white, blue and 
citron. 


*Kerchiefs and Personality. 


Moralists who turn stern minds to fashion 
complain sometimes that the strictness oí 
the mode tends to standardise women in 
appearance and in thought. Yet, the great 
originators of style each season offer to 
women some accessories which can be worn 
variously in wavs expressive of the utmost 
individuality. The ’kerchief has always been 
with us, it is true, but this season their 
variety is as great as the number of ways 
of wearing them. There are lace squares and 
triangles made to accompany evening frocks. 
They cover the décolletage when one is 
dining in a restaurant, or walking abont the 
lobby in a hotel They are taken off and 
tied about the wrist when one comes into less 
draughty quarters. Printed tussore 'kerchiefs 
are to be seen in large numbers. The 
patterns vary from richly-coloured flowers 
to splendidly modern patterns in colours deli- 
cate or brilliant. Several Paris houses are 
showing 'kerchiefs printed with Japanese de- 
signs in glowing blues, dull reds and vivid 
greens. Most dressmakers have some ’ker- 
chief particularly designed to accompany. cer- 
tain modes. A white chiffon "kerchief, al- 
most a large square and edged with Chantilly 
lace, to accompany a black georgette after- 
noon dress; a pale pink chiffon ’kerchief, and 
topped with insertions of pink silk lace, to 
go with the same dress. 


Shorter Skirts for Summer. 


Most couturiéres advocate shorter skirts for 
summer wear, and more elaborate and wider 
sleeves. Cotton is the material which is 
é la mode. It is essentially smart, and in 
much better taste for summer wear than the 
richer materials. Regarding the sleeves them- 
selves, curious, indeed, are the excessively 
wide sleeves which are being shown on frocks 
and coats alike, and which fall deeply over a 
narrow band which reaches to the elbow. or 
just below. i 

Some of these are set into the armholes by 
means of pleats. Imagine a coat in some pale 
pastel-colouring, aim and graceful, with a fit- 
ting line merging {nto a slightly flared skirt, 
and with two wife pouched elbow sleeves. 
pleated into a dep armhole—and vou will 
have some idea of the effect of this new 
sleeve, 

Backless evening gowns with bodices which 
are cut awav in front and just above the 
waist on each side are the latest surprise in 
the Paris dressmaking world. — Several false 
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décolletées are interesting, too. Fine silk 
| out back, under arms and front of the gown, 
and very ‘striking this is. Lots and lots 
of flowered materials are being used 
for evening gowns. The patterns run 
from the quaint posey pattern to exotic large 
flowers. For imstance, gold and greens 
blossoms on a black ground, in mousseline-de- 
sore, was the material for a trained evening 
gown, very décolletée both back and front. 


Sports Clothes. 


Sports cluthes is a category that Paris 
dressmakers tend to specialise in. For tennis 
a one-piece knicker-dress affair that is 
practical for a strenuous game is ideal. This 
can be adjusted so that the whole is quite 
lady-like after the wearer leaves the court. 
The dress is split. in front and back, with a 
pair of knickers underneath attached to the 
dress proper. At both places where the skirt 
is cut there is a row of buttons that can 
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A grey kasha suit with a sleeveless 
hip-length jacket and a smart little 
corsage with a turned-down collar in 
grey striped velvet. The skirt fits 
closely to the hips, with fullness at 
the hem-line, where it should be.

Preparing for Autumn 
Flowers.

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EAR AILEEN,—Have you noticed the 
cheery satisfaction in the voices of our 
amateur gardener friends? Never 

have their gardems looked prettier, nor their 
rock gardeis more héalthy—and I for one 
am full of ‘envy! For this year I decided 
to turn all my energy to the cultivation of 
the flowets of the future. I still consider 
that [am wise in view of the possible short- 
age of autumn. flowers... Caution, however, 
is always a trifle expensive at first, but late: 
I hope the dividend will come along. The 
seedsmen have sold me all kinds of autumn 
and early winter flowering plants, which have 
beautiful latin names and most attractive re- 
putations, but I am devoting quite a lot of 
time and attention tó the old time favourites, 
too—Phlox—ordinary, you will say, but 
awfully pretty planted in clumps of vivid 
crimson, purple, yellow and white. Dailias 
and sunflowers, too, “heady * for cutting, 
but. lovely in the garden. Chrysanthemums, 
emblems of the Order of the Golden Flower 
of Japan, and here in Ireland thé glory of 
the richést and. poorest of gardens alike! 
Asters and Michaelmas daisies, and last, but 
most important, those lovely Christmas roses 
which bloom. so. very unexpectedly even in the 
coldest weather. © Two shrubs I have added 
to the list—-Butcher’s Broom and Japanese 
Thorn. ‘These, however, are quite in the 
nature of an experiment. If they do well 
their berries will make lovely indoor decora 
tion for the dark days of winter. 

I keep the peels of half oranges and grape- 
fruit, hike so many little golden mounds, at 
intervals around the garden, and a pail of 
salt water, in which f deposit them in case 
they. perform their duty of. congregating 
small battalions of slugs, etc., in their 
shelter. 


The Bathing Season. 


Now that the” bathing season has com- 
thenced, certain attendant ills. must be antici- 


pated and forestalled.. The, first and; most 


painful is acnte sunburn, It is disfiguring, 
and. quite unnecessary. True, the most 
attractive part of sea bathing is the sun 
bath afterwards, and health giving, too; but 
it should “be taken gradually and in small 
doses, until the skin is sufficiently accli- 
matised to stand the unaccustomed exposure. 
So, instead of applying -all kinds of cures 
after the sunburn has arrived, [| would 
prescribe. the plentiful use of olive oil on 
the skin before lying in the sun. The result 
will be a delightful brown sunburn, quite 
free from the painful redness which so often 
blisters dangerously. <A silk scarf or even 
a towel should be worn to protect the back 
Lrish sunshine is 
quite sirong enough to bring along a maid 
sunstroke, which necessitates lying quiet in 
a darkened room with a bad headache ard 
the knowledge of a spoiled holiday for com- 
panions. And so my advice is the plentifu! 
use of olive oil to keep the texture of the 
skin quite perfect while the colour changes, 
and adequate protection to prevent headaches. 

And’ then the hair! it is difficult 
to get a bathing cap which will really keep 
out. the sea water; fancy caps rarely do it. 
Some say that, two caps should be worn, but 
in any case sea water should not be allowed 
to remain in the hair, so frequent washing 
is essential in summer time, and drying 
should, if possible, be done in the open air. 
Fresh air is the best of all hair tonics, and 
hair dried in this way. will not get oily 
nearly so soon as hair dried by artificial 
heat. 

A permanent wave at this season is a real 
comfort to non-curly heads, either long er 
short. 

The woollen bathing suit still seems to 
be first favourite, but one notices that smail 
tunic skirts are attached to the newer models. 
Jade, scarlet, and royal blue are lovely sea- 
side colours, but black, with white belt and 
cap, is very hard to beat... Round, taacy 
baskets, which can hang on the arm, are 
ideal for carrying wet bathing togs end 
wraps. 


Picnics Made Easy. 


I have been asked to fit up a home-matle 
pone basket for a friend. who likes to picnic, 
ut hates the bother of getting things ready. 
She produced an old hamper and left the 
rest to me. Her car is a four seater, so 
[ bought four of all the essentials—un- 
breakable china in a delicious shade of 
green, and a great vacuum flask ~ with 
a green body—a strip of green linen, bound 
at the edges, doubled and attached 
under the lid of the hamper, makes a tidy 
cutlery holder, with knives, spoons and forks 
each in their own little compartment, with 
space in the centre to hold a tablecloth and 
napkins, eiher of linen or paper. I secured 
a tin box large enough to hold a kettle, 
methylated spirit stove and bottles; two 
medium-sized tins to hold cake and sandwiches, 
and three little baking powder tins, one for 
sugar, one. for tea, and the other a spare for 
oddments..I gave all these tins a coat of 
green shiny paint, and the result, for a few 
shillings, is awfully good. The main idea of 
this hamper is that when it is unpacked for 
washing up after a day’s run, it. is repacked 
again immediately, and so is always ready for 
picnic use at a few minutes’ notice.

A City Roof Garden. 


Three years ago I saw the beginnings

| German Students’ Duels.

I was much interested the other day 
by a letter written to an English daily 
newspaper by a student at Heidelberg, 
contradicting a statement to the effect 
that the old days of duelling were over 
in the German universities. “ Duels,’”’ 
he wrote, “are taking place daily dur. 
ing term time. The fighting is carried out 
in strict secrecy, and every German uni- 
versity has its secret duelling ‘ Lokel.’ ”' 

I do not imagine, however, that the 
complicated ritual which was associated 
with the practice in pre-war days is still 
maintamed. In those days, the students

berg, Munich, Bonn and Marburg were 
split into clubs or ‘‘ Korporations,”” many 
of which possessed very fine clubrooms. 
These clubs were divided into two classes 
—fighting and non-fighting clubs, the 
members of the first duelling on principle, 
and the membeys of the latter class ab- 
staining for exactly the same reason. The 
weapons used in the actual duel were the 
‘‘ sibel ” and the “ schlager,’’ the former 
being a long, curved sword, used only 
in serious duels, and the latter a long, 
straight sword, ground to a fine edge on 
both sides, blunt at the point, and pro- 
vided with a huge basket-shaped hilt, So 
strict were the rules governing each en- 
counter that if a duellist showed the 
slightest sign of fear during the duel, 
he was forced to fight again, and, if his 
weakness repeated itself during the 
second encounter, he was immediately ex- 
pelled from the corps. Even at that 
time duelling was prohibited: by the uni- 
versity and civil authorities, but, in. the 
face of custom, they were compelled to 
turn a blind eye.

LECTURE ON PHILOSOPHERS 
AND PHYSICISTS. 


A paper on ‘“‘ Philosophers and Physicists ’ 
was read by Mr. D. A. Webb last night a! 
a meeting of the Dublin University Philo- 
sophical Society, held in the Debating Hall, 
Trinity College, Dublin.

| cation in an English newspaper of an 
| article which stated that, if the Oath Bill 
| passed in the Free State Senate, one of 
the results would. be the return of 
| Northern Ireland to its old statns, and 


that it would come once more directly 


administered from Westminster. Needless 
to say, very little credence is given to 
this prophecy. Northern Ireland is too 
strongly entrenched at Stormont to be 
made a pawn in the political game, and 
there are too many “ vested interests “ in 
our own administration to be easily rooted 
out. 

It is true that our leaders have always 
declared that self-government was torced 
upon Ulster, but now that they have 


power to guide the destinies of the pro- 


vince, they are not likely to transfer that 
authority to people who might not always 
he friendly. Moreover, the fate of 
Northern Ireland does not depend upon 
the trend of politics in the Free State. 
The North is travelling the path which it 
believes leads to prosperity and security, 
and it would rejoice to see every other 
part of Ireland developing in peace and 
plenty. ' 


“ULSTER.” 


From time to time, as opportunity 
offers, the Earl of Belmore condemns 
strongly the use of the word “ Ulster ”’ 
as applied to the Six Counties of Northern 
Ireland. His contention is that ‘‘ Ulster ” 
should refer. only to the original nine 
counties of the province. No doubt, he is 
correct in his argument, but the Unionist 
leaders of the North are slow to admit 
that politically ‘‘ Ulster’ has disappeared 
from the map, and that “ Northern Ire- 
land ” now correctly describes their little 
State. The title of “ Ulster’’ never ap- 
pears in any legal documents, nor does it 
find a place in any of our Acts of Par- 
hament. 

Of. course there are old societies in 
existence which bear the honoured name, 
but many of them, even yet, represent 
the geographical Ulster in art and agri- 
culture and in other ways. One of 
Ulster’s most beautiful counties is 
Donegal—the - sportsman’s paradise—and 
Lord Belmore’s comment on its loss to 
Northern Ireland is severe. It was given 
away, he declares, by the “scamps, low- 
class tinkers and traitors « Belfast.”

DUN LAOGHAIRE BOROUGH.

CHAIRMAN ON SUCCESS OF 


THE MANAGERIAL SYSTEM.

N the eighteen months that the Borough 
| of Dún Laoghaire has been in existence 
the improvement that has been effected 

in the extensive area now included in the 
Borough, as well as in the administration of 
the Borongh’s finances, is more and more 
manifesting itself as time goes on. From the 
ratepayers’ point of view, the Council: 


' Managerial. system has worked very satis- 


factorily, as evidenced by the fact that, not- 
withstanding the big advances that already 
have been made in local services, and the 
improvement schemes which are now well in 
hand—and which necessitates considerable 
capital expenditure—the rates are no ter 
than they were under the previous adminis- 
tration. Indeed, they would have been reduced 
this year ms mi the increased —— of b4 
Countv Council in res o — relie 
charges, over which the aa uncil has 
no control. In addition, the social services 
favourably compare in scope with those of 
Dublin City, and yet the municipal rates of 
the new Borough are lower than those for 
Dublin. 


CATERING FOR VISITORS. 
Din Laoghaire, one of the most delightful 
marine holiday resorts in Ireland, depends to 
a considerable extent on visitors and tourists 
for its progress, and the Manager and 


Council have paid special attention to making - 
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the Borough as attractive and as pleasant as 
possible for strangers. Eyesores have been 
cleared away, and the natural and scenic 
beauties of the district are being enhanced. 
With this end in view, the parks, the open 
spaces and the public highways have been 
planted with trees, shrubs and flowers, and 
this spring a special effort has been made, 
owing to the fact that many thousands of 
visitors for the Eucharistic Congress will 
land next month at Dun Laoghaire. 

In this connection an adequate scheme of 
decoration has heen arranged and is now 
oa completion. The churches and 
the public buildings will be flood-lighted; the 
Town Hall will be beautified by floral decora- 
tions, and beds of flowers; roses and shrubs 
have beev !aid out along the sea front, where 
also extra seating is provided, and the decora- 
tive fairy lighting scheme that has been in 
existence during the past couple of seasons 
greatly extended. Bunting, which will in- 
clude the flags of all nations, will play an 
important part in the scheme of decorations, 
Special provision has been made for outdoor 
music, and band performances will be given 
at Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock and Dalkey 
throughout the season. 


THE MANAGERIAL PLAN, 


Mr. J. M. Devitt, the Chairman of the 
Borough Council, told me the other day that 
the change over from the old system involved 
not merely the amalgamation of the four 
urban districts of Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock, 
Dalkey, Killiney and Ballybrack, but the in- 
auguration of a new method of local admints- 
tration, known as the Council-Managerial 
plan. I believe, he said, that both develop- 
ments in the local government of this area 
have fully justified themselves, and I have 
every reason to hope that the advantages will 
become more apparent in the near future 

The statutory powers of the Corporation, 
said Mr. Devitt, are exercised to their fullest 
extent, and its obligations as a local authority 
fulfilled. Its activities comprise the provision 
and maintenance of the following services :— 
Water supply, Seas lighting, roads and 
footpaths, parks, playgrounds and open 
spaces, fire brigade and ambulance service, 
special hospital treatments, child welfare and 
school meals schemes, hwusing of the working 
classes, supervision of new buildings and 
other structures, public libraries, school 
attendances, allotment cultivation schemes, 


| 


supervision of weights, 
storage shop hours; sea and medical 
wash-houses, publicity, notification of 
infectious diseases, disinfecting, inspection of 
nee er a ty cow-sheds, miik- 
shops, and other duties under the various 
Fublic Health Acts. 


LOWEST-RATED URBAN CENTRE. 

While these services compare in scope with 
those of the Metropolis, the munivipal rates 
are lower than those of the city. The 
Borough is, in fact, among the lowest rated 
of the more important u centres in the 
Free State. 

During the past. eighteen -months 17 
miles ot roadways have n.resurfaced, an 
road widening schemes have been carried out 
at Dunieary Hill, Rock Hill, Stradbrook, 
Marine Parade, and numerous. dangerous 
corners have been improved and made safer 
for the growing traffic, e roads in the 
Dalkey area have been reconditioned to suit 
modern traffic, a fine concrete road has been 
laid down along the sea front at Dun 
Laoghaire, which greatly improves this delight- 
ful thoroughfare; the concrete road at Glena- 
geary, laid down by the old Council, has been 
continued from Glenageary Hill to Sallynoggin ; 
1,777 lineal yards of new footpath have 
been constructed in concrete and asphalt 
macadam, and 1,038 lineal yards of new 
sewers have been re-laid, and a new forty- 
two-inch concrete sewer has been laid along- 


sida the outfall sewage tank at Dun 
Laoghaire, which will relieve, to a large 
extent, the general drainage system in 
periods of excessive rainfall; 6,920 yards of 
new water mains have been laid—many of 
those in the Blackrock district were in a 
choked and corroded condition at the time 
of the amalgamation ; some of them had not, 
in fact, been relaid since they were first 
constructed, and their capacity to hold water 
was almost negligible. Over two miles cof 
six-inch water mains haye been laid in the 
Blackrock district 


HOUSING POLICY ADOPTED. 

A definite housing policy has been adopted 
providing for the. erection of 500 houses, 
spread over a period of five years. The 46 
houses undertaken by the late council at 
O'Donnell Gardens have been completed, as 
well as the nine houses at Convent road. 
Fourteen houses are in course of construction 
at Rosary Lodge, and the scheme of 56 
houses at Kill avenue is making rapid pro- 
gress. The latter are definitely for dealing 
with slum clearance areas. 

The acquisition of convenient and suitable 
building sites has presented great difficulty 
in the housing operations, and it is rather 
disappointing that so little civic interest is 
shown in the welfare of the working classes, 
or in the alleviation of their social condi- 
tions by the ground landlords, who draw a 
huge rent-roll out of the district, and whose 
property is enhanced by the many improve- 
ments carried ont by the local authority 
during recent years. 


OTHER SERVICES. 

The Fire Brigade has been modernised and 
efficiently staffed; the public lighting system 
has been improved and extended throughout 
the whole borough; and the bathing 
establishments are maintained at a high level 
of cleanliness and efficiency, and grow more 
popular each year. 

The policy of the Corporation, concluded 
Mr. Devitt, is a progressive one. The 
borough is definitely on the upgrade, and our 
policy is to keep the rates within as reason- 
able limits as possible, without impairing 
efficiency, to improve the essential services, 
particularly those relating to public health 
and the housing of the working classes; to 
develop the hole district as a desirable 
residential centre as well as a first-class holi- 
day resort—in short, to achieve a model 
Municipality.

Mr. T. H. R. Craig, solicitor, at Wicklow 
Circuit Court, raised for the purpose of a 
ruling a point dealing with the jurisdiction 
of Cireutt Courts—namely,, whéther the 
County Registrars had judicial powers to 
enter final judgment in undefended civil bills. 
This unusual point, he said, arose in con- 
nection with the changes in the Circuit 
Courts, and his reason for bringing it up 
was because, if the County Registrar enters 
up a judgment in the office, not having 
statutory authority, he was personally liable 
in action for damages at the suit of the 
defendant. Bee 

Judge Devitt—Is it not a very big “if? 
Better first take up the statutory authorities. 

Mr, Craig said that not only that, but the 
unfortunate solicitor for the plaintiff was 
For those reasons he asked for 
a decision. 

The Judge—By the Courts of Justice Act, 
1926, the Oireachtas specially gives power 
to the County Registrar to hear and deter- 
mine, and “those two significant words give 
judicial authority. 

In further reply to Mr. Craig, the Judge 
said that the powers given County Registrars 
in Section 66 of the Act of 1926 gave power 
to make orders of administration if suits 
were not defended, and to set aside a deed. 
He already had power to make inquiries, and

tained, and there is no change in ‘prices. 


DRESS LINENS. 

Quiet conditions are still being experienced 
in the weaving end of the trade, due prin- 
cipally to the continued depression in our 
principal markets. . There is, however, a fair 
amount of inquiry about for embroidery and 
dress linens, and it. is hoped that. business 
will result. Small sorting-up orders are 
being booked from day to day, but unless 
things speedily improve looms will have to 
be put out of commission for some time. 

There is no appreciable change in yarns 
to chronicle since the last report. “The re- 
duction in import duties on linen from 50 
oes cent, to 20 per cent. has checked potential 

uyers, and demand is likely to drag until 
the market conforms to the new conditions 
arising therefrom. 

The Irish flax markets are virtually closed 
for the season. Reports to hand confirm that 
the sowing in Belgium, France and Holland 
is greatly reduced owing to the uneconomic 
prices for flax. Supplies are exceptionally 
small, due to the poor demand for all classes 
of fibre, and also,to the fact that the workers 
are now working in the fields and retting 
the new crop. Little has been done recently 
in regard to Soviet flax, although a sale of 
750 tons was reported this week. Latest 
quotations show no change. Large ship- 
ments continue to arrive here, mostly from 
Murmansk and Leningrad.

Housing in Dublin. 


in the Senate we may consider the most 
urgent of the purely local problems 
which confront the Free State. That 
problem, of course, is the problem of 
As we anriounced yesterday, 
the Minister for Local Government 
has declared the Government’s pro- 
posals for the. financing of new houses. 
We may assume, therefore, that, if the 
money can be obtained, a beginning can 
be made at once. The principle—that the 
Free State’s poor must obtain healthier 
and more decent accommodation, whatever 
the public cost may be—has been 
established. It remains not only to make 
a start, but to ensure that the work shall 
be carried out in the best possible fashion. 
What objects must be achieved in the re- 
housing of Dublin’s poor? In the first 
place, their new accommodation must 
allow them all reasonable facilities for 
the conduct of their daily work. In the 
second place, it must be clean and 
healthy. In the third place, so far as the 
financial conditions will allow, the new 
accommodation, both outside and inside, 
must be, if not actually beautiful, at least 
not positively ugly. The importance of 
this third requirement is far greater than 
it would seem to be on the surface. Ugly 
surroundings beget squalor of body and. 
mind; and it is no rash prophecy that, if 
the new dwellings which arise in Dublin 
make no appeal to the finer perceptions, 
they will relapse into an agglomeration of 
new slums. 

Manifestly it is desirable that the bulk 
of the dispossessed slum-dwellers shall be 
lodgei in new suburbs outside the present 
confines of the City of Dublin. Separate 
houses; with reasonable supervision, will 
give them an opportunity to live a fuller 
and more wholesome life. As an in- 
spiration to decent living, there is nothing 
to compare with the self-contained house. 
The Dublin’ slum-dwellers, as a 
clergyman observed last year, are com- 
pelled to live “ like goldfish in a bowl.” 
Separate houses, however small—built on 
the “virgin site ’’ system—will abolish 
this appalling restriction upon decency, 
delicacy and health. On the other hand, 
such colonies must be built on the out- 
skirts of the city, and thus will be incon- 
venient for the multitudes of workers who 
gain their livelihood in the city’s heart. 
Furthermore, many years would be needed 
for the construction of sufficient separate 
houses to accommodate the dispossessed 
poor of Dublin. It is evident that the new 
suburbs must be supplemented by a 
number of ' block flats,’’ built on the 
ruins of the. old tenements—but, as we must 
hope, built on very different principles. 
Block flats can perpetuate all the vices

A block of two hundred 
flats, of two and three rooms apiece, 
allowing the fullest admittance of sun- 
light, and opening every one upon a 
balcony, would be built in Hanover street, 
Dublin. Negotiations for another site 
were in progress, and cottages, ‘designed 
to house three hundred families, would 
be constructed in the Cabra district. 
Since a start must be made upon the re- 
housing of Dublin, it is urgently necessary 
that the first step shall be an example 
to the rest. If the new flats and cottages 
are designed with the care that dis- 
tinguishes Vienna’s accomplishments, the 
newly-built districts of Dublin will be 
not unworthy of her traditions from the 
eighteenth century.

The Mount Carmel Man. 


A new figure must be added to the 
gallery of our alleged ancestors which 
includes the “ Neanderthal man,” the 
“- Piltdown man” and the “' Peking 
man.’’ The latest claimant hails from the 
historic region. of Mount Carmel, where 
Mr. Theodore McCown, of the British 
School of Archeology in Jerusalem, has 
unearthed him. Neanderthal, Piltdown 
and Peking left only their skulls, and 
their reconstruction was a case of ex pede 
Herculem. The Mount Carmel man is 
not merely a whole man, but a whole 
family; for he comes upon our modern 
scene in the form of eight skeletons, which 
are thought to .represent’ all stages» of 
growth. Already one specimen, a child of 
a few. years old, has reached the Royal 
College of Surgeons in London. Sir 
Arthur Keith, the eminent anthropologist, 
attaches much importance to the dis- 
covery. While Neanderthal flourished (as 
we are told) some 500,000 years ago, the 
Mount Carmel man is a mere upstart. 
From the level in which he was found his 
present age seems to be some 40,000” or 
50,000 years. Yet he is highly important, 
Sir Arthur Keith says, because he may 
indicate that, after all, Neanderthal did 
not part company with the main human 
stem half a million years ago. The Mount 
Carmel man has significant. resemblances to 
Neanderthal—who had a wide, low skull, 
a thick neck and a negligible chin. With 
some of these characteristics the Mount 
Carmel man—or rather, the infant speci- 
men—mingles aspects of a young 
anthropoid ape; and it has also features 
which, though human, are “ unlike any 
known race.” It is evident that the 
analysis of this curiously mixed creature 
will keep the anthropologists engaged for 
many months—perhaps, until its nose is 
put out of joint by the discovery of a 
‘“Spitzbergen man ” or a “ Gaeltacht 
man.”. Happy anthropologists! The 
mere scholar, toiling at Ur or Sinai, 
pushes back the years by slow and painful, 
but exact, half-centuries. Armed with a 
single skull—as stimulating as Yorick’s 
was to Hamlet—the anthropologist ranges 
blithely between modern England and the 
birth of time.

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Rabbits. 


We commented recently on the fact that 
the Soviet Government, in its anxiety to 
assure the stock of rabbits within the 
Union, had conferred the rights of citizen- 
ship on Brer Rabbit. Less fantastic, but 
not less sincere, is the interest which 
England is taking at present in the breed- 
ing of rabbits for all purposes. A steady 
business is being done, says. a correspon- 
dent of The Times, in the production of 
rabbits for meat. Some are reared in 
warrens on large estates; others are 
allowed to breed indiscrimimately in 
country districts; large numbers are kept 
by cottagers to form dinners for them- 
and a surplus generally finds its 
way to the market. With all these vary- 
ing sources of supply, it is little wonder 
that the prices of rabbits remain low. 
Lately, however, the market for English 
rabbits has shown an. upward tendency, 
which has called the notice of breeders. to 
the fact that their receipts might be 
higher. England seems to afford an 
immense market for the sale of rabbits. 
More than 1,000 tons of domestic animals 
enter Smithfield market annually, and 
imports of dead rabbits—fresh, frozen and 
tinned—amount to nearly 400,000 hundred- 
weights. The English producers not un- 
reasonably feel that they ought to obtain 
a larger and more valuable share of this 
market than they obtain at present; and, 
since much of the imported meat is from 
foreign countries, they anticipate some 
profit to themselves from the revised 
duties that will be imposed on foreign 
produce after the Ottawa Conference, 
Meanwhile, a National Rabbit Council 
exists, whose purpose is to effect some 
kind of organisation among the breeders.

M. Collas was at Port Said when the 
Georges Philippar passed through the 
Canal on her outward voyage. e has 
now returned to Marseilles, where he was 
interviewed. 

As is known, owing to various threaten- 
ing reports received before the Georges 
Philippar left Marseilles on her maiden 
voyage, g precautions were taken to 
protect her against a possible outrage 
during her passage throngh the Suez 
Canal. At Port Said nobody was allowed 
to land or embark. No luggage or 
merchandise was taken on board, and the 
ship was surrounded by a swarm of police 
boats, which kept off the public and even 
officials; This was done on orders from 
France. 

M. Collas declares that he was told 
afterwards by a Customs official at Port 
Said that a powerful clockwork infernal 
machine had been found ready to be 
shipped in the liner. It was due to 
explode when the ship was in mid-Canal. 

M. Collas added that, in the opinion 
of the police, this was a Bolshevik plot to 
block the Canal. 

Questioned by Reuter regarding this 
statement, the Messageries Maritimes 
head office in Paris mes andar the precau- 
tions taken, but declared that this was 
to them the first news. of the discovery of

"PLANE. 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
DISMANTLING.

DERRY, Thursday. 

Tt is unlikely that Miss Amelia Farhart 
will return to Derry soon: as originally 
intended. Her historic ‘plane still lies at 
Springfield at the exact spot where the 
Atlantic flight ended, but to-day air 
officials arrived to prepare for its removal. 
Mr. Harry Bedborough, of the National 
Flying Services, and Mr. E. Knee, a 
mechanic from London. have been hám- 
pered in arranging for the ’plane’s re- 
moval on account cf bad weather. 

The wings will be removed and a cradle 
prepared for the body of the 'plane. It 
will then be taken by road to Belfast. 

Miss Earhart has stated that the ‘plane 
would be shipped to America, but it will 
probably be first exhibited in [ondon. 
Since Saturday many thousands have 
visited it from various parts of the north- 
west. It will not be possible to remove it 
before to-morrow. Meantime the police 
have kept constant guard. 


ANOTHER “ RECORD.” 


Miss Earhart set up a new record last 
night by being the first woman guest ever 
invited to attend a Council dinner of the 
Royal Aeronautical Society, which was 
held at the Science Museum, South Ken- 
sington. 

After the dinner she attended the read- 
ing of the Wilbur Wright memorial lec- 
ture by Mr. H. E. Wimperis, the Director 
of Scientific Research at the Air Ministry. 
Miss Earhart took her place at the plat- 
form with the Marquess of Londonderry 
and the Master of Se mpall. 

Miss Earhart said: ‘‘My flight probably 
means nothing unless it is a justification 
for the, struggles which were made by 
Wilbur Wright and by the early pioneers 
of fiying. i think it is not generally 
known that Catherine Wright had a great 
deal to do with the success of those early 
days of flying, and she actually helped her 
brothers in building their machine.”

The Indian Air Force. 


Now that the Indian Air Force Bill has 
been passed through all its stages, and 
has received the consent of the Governor 
General, arrangements for the training of 
the personnel are being made. At 
present there are ten Indians among the 
cadets. at the Royal Air Force College at 
Cranwell, and it is anticipated that they 
will become the nucleus of the new Indian 
Air Force. Although the establishment 
of the new Indian Academy, which will 
be opened in October, will see the end of 
the system of sending young Indians to 
Sandhurst and Woolwich to be trained 
for the Army, there is no present inten- 
tion of providing facilities in India for 
the training of Air Force officers, who will 
continue to receive instruction at Cran- 
well. A training centre for mechanics, 
however, will be formed at Karachi. where 
the first units of the new force will be 
formed early next year under the super- 
vision. and with the assistance, of a nunm- 


ber of ‘R.A.F. officers and men.

Agricultural Production. 


The British Ministry of Agriculture wil! 
send out some four hundred thousand 
forms next week to farmers, horticul 
turalists and small holders throughout 
the country for the annual census of agr!- 
cultural production. This census takes 
eight months to complete, and provides 
work for about one hundred and eight; 
men, at the cost of, approximately, three 
thousand pounds. Eyery holder of more 
than one acre is required, under the Agri 
cultural Returns Act, to give details of 
his acreages of different crops and the 
numbers of live-stock. Farmers are re- 
quired to complete their returns on June 
4th, and the failure of one farmer to 
complete his return promptly may hold 
up the returns for the entire country for 
a week. At the Ministry of Agriculture 
it was said that the returns probably 
would reveal an increase in certain root 
crops. The potato acreage fluctuates con- 
siderably, and is due for an increase, and, 
possibly, ‘there will be an increase also in 
sugar-beet. It is found, however, that 
anticipation of changes in crops is often 
wrong. It is only “when the ‘clerks go 
through the preliminary returns that any 
really trustworthy estimate of the trend 
of agricultural production can be formed.

A denial that the man alleged to be a 
German ex-spy arrested in New York on 
Monday can in reality be Captain Fritz 
Joubert Duquesne is implied in a letter from 
Captain Louis Botha, son of the late General 
Botha, published in the Cape Argus. 

Captain Botha declares that Fritz Duquesne 
is dead. His letter outlines the life of 
Duquesne, esho wasa great friend of the 
Botha family, and tells of how he rose from 
the status of a private in the German Army 
to the rank of: colonel, and received the Iron 
Cross during the Great War. — Later he re- 
fused to return to South Africa while it was 
under the Union Jack. 

His great love of adventure led him to go 
to Mexico, where, according to the news- 
paper, he became a general in the Mexican 
Army, and was finally shot in a cafe. 

Captain Botha concludes his letter by de- 
claring that he has written “ because I hate 
to hear someone described as. using the name 
of a man as courageous and kind as our 
Fritz,”’ 

The man who was arrested under the name 
of Duquesne in New York is alleged to be 
wanted by the British Government in con- 
nection with the sihking by an explosion of 
the British ship Tennyson in July, 1916. It is 
stated that when arrested he had in his pos-

AEROPLANES COLLIDE IN 
MID-AIR. 


Flying-Officer Jackson, R.A.F., was 
killed when: his machine collided in mid- 
air with another aeroplane piloted by 
Flying-Oficer Chatterton at  Shore- 
ham, Sussex, yesterday. Flying-Officer 
Chatterton made a safe landing by para- 
chute. 

The parachute of Flying-Officer Jackson 
was found entangled in the wreckage of 
his machine, and apparently he had made 
attempts to free himself.

Both machines, 
which were smashed to pieces, were among 
the fastest in the world, and were from 
Tangmere Aerodrome, Hants.

STATEMENT BY 


MASTER OF ROLLS. 


MR. JUSTICE M‘CARDIE’S 
DECISION, 


——— 


N taking ‘his seat ‘in the Conrt of; 

Appeal, London, yesterday, the Master 

of the Rolls (Lord Hanworth); address- 
i Oe Attorney-General and Solicitor-Gene- 
fai, said :'— ! ’ 

Before we commence the case in which you 
ere both engaged, as President of the Court 
of Appeal, and with the approval of my 
colleagues, I desire to say a few words in 
reference to a recent statement made in one 
of the Courts which has, not unnaturally, 
been the subject of comment in the public 
Press. 

The statement related to the taking notes 
of a case heard in the Court of first instance 
and to the question of their provision for the 
Court of Appeal in the event of the case 
being taken to the higher Court. 

It has been a tradition of judges in the 
Court of first instance during a long course 
of time—so long that I do not stop to inguire 
the source or foundation of the practice— 
to take such notes as they deem necessary 
to enable the case to be laid properly and 
sufficiently before the higher Court. 


THE RIGHTS OF SUITORS. 

To break that tradition would be a serious 
inroad upon the rights of suitors who desire 
‘their cases to be reheard before the higher 
Tribunal. Without such assistance the Court 
of Appeal and the suitors would be placed at 
a disadvantage. 

I desire to reaffirm the duty of the judges 
of first instance to conform to this tradition 
and practice, conscious and confident that I 
have only to draw attention to it to ensure 
its maintenance. 

Happily the two branches of the Supreme 
Court—the Court of Appeal and the High 
Court—have long worked in co-operation 
tagether, and feel sure that all my 
colleagues in both branches will desire to 
maintain that co-operation in the highest in- 
terests of the judicature as a whole. 

Sir Thomas Inskip, K.C. (the Attorney- 
General)—On behalf of my learned friends, 
may I say we have heard your lordship’s 
statement with great satisfaction. 

The statement by the Master of the Rolls 
followed a conference of some of the judges. 
Both the Appeal Courts sat nearly half an 
hour later than the usual time, and when Lord 
Justice Scrutton took his seat, as President 
of the Second Appeal Court, he observed, in 
explanation :—“ We have been detained on 
public business.” 

The Court then proceeded to deal with an 
appeal from a. judgment of Mr. Justice 
McCardie. 


STATEMENT BY MR. JUSTICE 
McCARDIE, 

When Mr. Justice McCardie took his seat 
after the mid-day adjournment he said :— 

“ 1 desire to say a few words. I have read 
the observations made by the Master of the 
Rolls, as President of the Court of Appeal. 

“In deference to the views he has expressed, 
I deem it my duty to follow loyally the re- 
quest he has made. The interests of litigants 
must be considered, apart from other matters. 

“Tf, therefore, an appeal takes place in this 
or in later cases I will, in accordance with the 
accepted practice, supply a copy of my notes 
for the use of the Court of Appeal.”

most certainly not calculated to make the 
official give of his best. Stop it, then, and 
pay public servants properly. 


“ MOONSHINE.” 


“This talk of ‘ sacrifice’ in the public 
interest is so much moonshine. The 
public official is always sacrificing himself 
in the public interest: that is why he is a 
public servant at all, He is strictly held 
to a.salary, while those in commercial and 
professional practice can make and receive 
any amount that is within their capacity. 
One would think that the officials of our 
local authorities had not already made 
sacirfices to the ew welfare; but they 
have made probably greater financial 
sacrifices than any other section of 
the population. It would seem to 
have been forgotten that during the 
past ten years the newly-appointed 
officials have received their appointments 
at salary rates substantially lower than 
those received by their predecessors. That, 
surely, is making a sacrifice in the 
interest of the national and the local 
finances? And those whose incomes are 
reguiated by ‘War Bonus’ have heen 
subjected to the reductions commensurate 
with the fall in the cost-of-living index 
number. What more can be demanded in 
reason? Is it the idea of politicians and 
members of local councils that local 
officials might live on air, and rear 
families on the same sustaining com- 
modity ? 

“The public health and welfare to-day 
depends to a very considerable extent 
upon the self-sacrificing work of the 
officials of our local authorities, and any- 
thing that would interfere with the pro- 
per exercise of these functions must be 
fought vigorously. Unfortunately, the 
general public is but indifferently edu- 
cated to the expert nature of the profes- 
sional services rendered, but because of 
the lack of civic consciousness in the 
community those who do the great work 
must not be penalised.”’

SIX RAMBLERS IN COURT.

It has always been the view of His’ 
Majesty’s Government, he said, that the 
blems which will arise in July next, when 
the Coal Mines Act, 1951, is due to expire, 
should prose susceptible of solution by agree- 
ment between the two parties in the industry. 
In the hope of such an agreement being 
reached, the employers were urged some time 
ago to get into touch with the workmen and 
explore the possibilities of settlement, and 
conversations between the two sides have 
taken place. Both the President of the 
Board of Trade and I have done all in our 
power to find a way out of the difficulties 
which have arisen. [ regret, however, to re- 
ort that the possibilities of an agreement 
aa the employers and the workmen have 
now been finally exhausted. aie, 

In these circumstances the initiative de- 
volves upon the Government, and it has. been 
decided to introduce at once a bill to deal 
with the situation, The bill will be in the 
hands of members to-morrow. . The President 
of the Board of Trade will make a full state- 
ment upon the second reading, early next 
week, 

Mr. Batey—Will the Minister say why the 
Government proposes to legislate in the 
interests of the owners as against the 
miners ” 

Mr. Foot—The hon. member has been mis: 
informed. I have been in touch with the 
negotiations all through. Any such con 
struction has no basis at all. i 

Mr. Batey—If that statement is correct, 
why is the Government only proposing to 
deal with Part 1 of the Act?

MINERS’ FEDERATION 
DISSATISFIED.

SPECIAL CONFERENCE TO 
BE CALLED. 


The Executive of the Miners’ Federatien. 
met in London yesterday further to consider 
the position in connection with the legislation 
which will be necessary if the industry is not 
to revert automatically to a seven-hour work- 
ing day after the first week in July. After 
a brief sitting the Executive met Mr. Runci- 
man at the ard of Trade to discuss the 
points of the draft’ Government Bill. 

After the meeting of the Miners” Executive 
Mr. Ebby Edwards, the Secretary of the 
Federation, stated that the following resolt- 
tion was passed :'— 8 

‘‘The Executive Committee expresses 1ts 
most profound disappointment with the state- 
ment made to it by the President of the 
Board of Trade (Mr. Runciman)*this morn- 
ing, when he informed the Federation Com- 
mittee of the nature of the legislation which 
the Government proposes to introduce into 
the House of Commons in regard to the 
mining industry.” i 

In view of the serious situation confronting 
the members, Mr. Edwards added, it was 
decided to call a special national conference of 
the Federation for reer next, in London, 
at 10.30 a.m., to consider the whole situation, 
and what action shall be taken. 

The Miners’ Executive, he said, would 
meet the miners’ representatives at the House 
of Commons in the interval, and the Miners’ 
Executive would re-assemble after ‘the Go- 
vernment Bill had been issued, in time to 
present a full report to the delegate confer- 
ence next week. 

Mr. Edwards declined to state the exact 
terms of the Government's bill as indicated 
to the Executive, but he stated that the five 
years’ period applied to Part One of the 
Coal Mines Act, relating to the marketing 
scheme, and that the period for the continua- 
tion of the seven-and-a-half-hour working day 
was indefinite. 

Pressed to disclose the situation in regard 
to wages, he said that Mr. Runciman indi- 
cated sufficient to the Executive to cause 
them to be intensely dissatisfied. Speaking 
for myself, as Secretary of the Federation, he 
said, Í am very disappointed, because I had 
expected it would Lene been possible to 
arrange a satisfactory agreement for per- 
manent peace in the industry. 


HOURS AND WAGES. 

It is understood that the seven-and-a-half- 
hour day is to be continued indefinitely, but 
there is no guarantee for the maintenance of 
existing wage rates for more than twelve 
months, and this may depend on the promise 
given to the Government by the coal-owners. 

Provision was made in the emergency 
measure of last year for the statutory protec- 
tion of miners’ .wages, but the new bill does 
not deal with wages, and in this respect is 
not regarded as satisfactory by the miners’ 
representatives. ' 

The Government has. satisfied itself that a 
better method of protecting wages is to secure 
guarantees in the districts that existing rates 
shall be continued for a period of twelve 
months. ‘lwenty-one agreements are con- 
cerned, and most of these have already been 
obtained. The bill is based on the assump- 
tion that the wage guarantees will be given 
in all districts, and the Government is con- 
vinced that this method will, in practice, 
prove no less effective than the statutory 
protection of the past year. 

The ge-eral coal situation is very bad, and 
the official hope is that twelve months will 
prove sufficient to overcome some of the 
difficulties that now confront the industry. 
The Government prefers the method of 
guarantee to a statutory provision if, by 
oe WE, the miners’ wage can “be 
effectively secured, and Ministers have 
satisfied themselves that the miner will be no 
worse off by the arrangements that now are 
being made in the districts. 


REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S 
FIGURES. 


In the Registrar-General’s weekly return 
of the births and deaths for the twelve prin- 
cipal towns of the Free State, it is stated 
that the deaths from all causes for last week 
and for the past four weeks were equal to 
the following annual rates per thousand of 
the population :—Twelve principal towns, 
16.7 and 16.7; City of Dublin, 16.7 and 
16.6; Borough of Dun Laoghaire, 17.6 and 
15.4; Cork, 14.6 and 16.0; Limerick, 10.6 
and 16.5; and Waterford, 15.7 and 19.1.

THE INCREASE OF TILLAGE. 

The Very Rev. P. Hipwell, P.P., moving, 
on behalf of the Leix Committee, a resolu- 
tion :— “That, in the cpinion of the Trish 
Sugar Beet Growers’ Association, Ltd., it 
has already been clearly shown that one of 
the most important and practical steps in the 
direction of increasing tillage and making this 
cohntry independent of fdéreign markets, 
would be to produce-from home-grown beet all 
the sugar consumed in this country,” said 
that during last year the beet-growers had 
gone through a very strennous time. It was 
regrettable that the ex-President of the coun- 
try should have said that fgrming was a dying 
industry, ‘because the greatest part of the 
revenue of the country -vas derived from it. 
He, thought it. would he much better if the 
esprit-de-corps that had formerly existed be- 
tween the factory and the growers was re- 
stored, 

Continuing, he said that only that there 
was a change in the Government of the coun- 
try he would be out of: the Association. It 
was not for him to advise as to any special 
plans for 1 continuance. of the, industry. The 
only way to give life.to the industry was 
to take the Association, or a nomination from 
it, into the confidence of the present Govern- 
ment.. He held that the scale was hopeless 
from the beginning, and there should have 
been a review after the first three years, so 
as to give protection. Were they to let all 
the “swag “” go to a foreign country? 


AN OBJECTION. 


At this point Mr. James Hughes (Carlow) 
asked if it was a political meeting or a meet- 
ing of the beet-growers? When they were 
going into constitutional law it was a matter 
that they should consider. 

Father Hipwell replied fhat he was refer- 
ring to constitutions genérally, He admitted 
that he had deviated to some extent from the 
point, but he would conclude by suggesting 
that the present Government might place 
their confidence in the Anglo-Dutch group in 
Eneland in regard to the industry. 

Mr. Hughes proceeded to, object to some 
statements made by Father Hipwell, 

The Chairman said that Father Hipwell 
only expressed. his personal views. 

Mr. Hughes—I want to make it clear that 
the views expressed by Father Hipwell are 
not the views of thig Association.

The Chairman said that Father Hipwell 
had see ised for going beyond the point, 
and Mr, Hughes should be satisfied.

ASSISTING THE GOVERNMENT. 
Mr. Brady (Leix) said that, in his opinion, 
the Association could give a hand to the 
present Government towards the development 
of the industry. They had better know- 
ledge of it than the powers that be, and 
they could formulate plans to encourage the 
new Government to include in any new sub- 
sidy safeguards for ‘the ordinary grower. 
Mr, Behan (Carlow) also. urged’ that the

BANK OF ENGLAND RETURN 
——— 


The chief feature of the current Bank of 
England return is the increase of £6,456.982 
in the reserve, making the total £46,559,917, 
as compared with £57,218,304 last year. This 
rise is due to a contraction of £4,218,377 in 
the active note circulation, which now stands 
at £354.221,189, and to an increase of 
£2.238.605 in the Bank’s total holding of coin 
and bullion, which at £125,761,106 is 
$26,316,921 lower than at this time in 1951. 
There. is again an inverse movement in the 
security items of the issue department, this 
week's return showing a rise of ahout 
£2.300.000 in ‘‘ other Government securities ”’ 
to £201,015,844, and a fall in ‘‘other 
securities "" by a similar amount to 
£59.155 ,061. In the banking department 
Government securities have dropped by 
£3,570,000 to £69,574,656, which is over 
£38,000,000 lower than at the corresponding 
time last year. Discounts and advances and 
“securities”’ have both risen on the week, 
the former by £482,169 to £12,171.642 and 
the latter by £2,090,273 to £23.788,361. 
Public deposits have advanced by £2,.179,300 
to £25,606,213, bankers’ deposits by 
£2,942.086 to £77,544,132 and private deposits 
by £330,406 to £32.948.351. Bankers’ de- 
posits are now £22,783,443 higher than at the 
same date last year.
